Iguani, also had a talk with Secretary 
Hay, during which tariff matters were 
informally discussed. 
In connection 


with the differential dutynow levied on 
Italian sugar, the Italian authorities 
state that their official returns SIB .to 
Imports show that no Italian sugar was 
brought Into the United States last year. 


Back of the disagreement over sugar 


and petroleum, the assigned reasons 
for the retaliatory threats of Russia, the 
action of our government in the matter 
of reciprocity must be considered, in the 
opinion of close students of our foreign 
affairs at Washington, as an underlying 
cause. 


Both Russia and Italy were greatly 


offended by our treatment of them. It 


I* is believed that Baron Fava's recall was 


due to his failure to secure the presi- 
dent's signature even to the Italian re- 
ciprocity treaty, which 
had been ne- 


gotiated with great study and effort, and 
at the instance of the United States. 
The Italians could not understand how 
a diplomatic representative could go so 
far, and then be/able to accomplish ab- 
solutely nothing, aside from a commer- 
cial agreement which the 
president 


alone had power to promulgate. Bus- 
§la bore the reciprocity affront with dip- 
loinatic coolness, but did not forget it. 


The Russian treaty was the work of 


months of study, both there and here. 
It opened all of Asiatic Russia to the 
nearly free entry 
of our dried nnd 


canned fruits, which would have made 
the treaty acceptable to the Californlans 
had it been presented, 
aud perhaps 


served with them as an antidote for the 
Jamaica treaty. 
Ambassador Cassinl 


nnd the Russian home office supposed 
that they were "doing business," es- 
pecially since the work had been under- 
taken at the request of the 
United 


States. 


But when the treaty had been formu- 


lated, they could not even get It signed. 
Cassini was informed that President 
MrKinley was unwilling to approve au- 
other reciprocity treaty until the senate 
had disclosed its purposes with those al- 
ready before it. At this juncture Com- 
missioner Kasson appeared before the 
senate committee on finance and foreign 
relations, and told them In plain Eng- 
lish that they were offering'an affront

the two California senators, for ex- 
ample, thanks to the unlimited debate 
In the senate, mjglit effectually prevent 
the ratification of the Italian treaty, no 
matter how helpful It might be to (jen- 
ernl business Interests, they are amazed. 


The consummation of reciprocity trea- 


ties ?eems impracticable with our form 
of government, and the sooner congress 
formally announces this by discontinu- 
ing all aftempts at reciprocity, the bet- 
tor It will be with our forelu-n relations.

Wireless Telegraphy. 


SUCCESSFULLY TESTED ABROAD. 


tnntrnnient In an Automatic Signaler 


TV'liicIi Gives Adequate 'Warning to 
VcKselii of Impending Danger Wtth- 
In a Certain Zone of Influence—Xot 
Affected liy Climatic Condition. 
For some time past numerous experi- 


ments have been carried out with Mar- 
coul'3 wireless telegraphy with a view 
to employing the system on lighthouses, 
etc., as a means of preventing maritime 
disasters. But the endeavors have on- 
ly been attended with such mediocre 
success that it has uot been, considered 
advisable tu develop the matter. But a 
novel device has now been invented by 
Mr. J. Gardner of Manchester which, 
so far as the present experiments are- 
concerned, iias been highly successful, 
eays The Scientific American. 
It is 


termed an automatic signaler, from 
Trhicb it will be gathered that its mech- 
anism is automatic In its action. 
The 


Inventor claims that by this means an 
adequate warning is supplied to •vessels 
of Impending danger within a zone the 
radins of which tis been previously 
determined. It may be either applied 
from ship to shore or from ship to ship 
while at sea with equal success and re- 
liability. 


The apparatus is somewhat similar to j 


that utilized by Marconi. At the shore 
station a mast is set up, to the top of 
whicb is attached a metallic conductor. I 
This conductor Is connected to the j 
transmitting apparatus, which Is ac- j 
commodated In a building In close j 
proximity. The transmitter consists of 
an Induction coll and the accumulators 
for the provision of the current. Tiic 
automatic portion of the instrument 
consists of a specially cut wheel bear- 
Ing the name of the danger spot to 
which the mast is attached. This wheel 
controls a Morse key. This wheei is j 
maintained in constant rotation, the ' 
periphery being regulated to any de- 
Blred time, so that one revolution may 
be completed In one, two, three or more 
minutes. 


Vessels are supplied with a receiver, 


and directly a ship enters the danger 
zone the instruments print off_on the 


tape machu:t' lu ihe Morse code nje 
name of ihe danger: spot it is approach- 
ing, at the same \v>je setting a bell in 
motion, both bell and receiver continu- 
ing to operate until the ship has once 
more jftissed beyond the influence of 
the trar.iraltti.ng apparatus. All ves 
sels that happen to enter the danger 
zone recftlve the warning simultaneous- 
ly, ns with the Miirconi system the ap- 
paratus is not affected by any climatic 
condition. 


The 
preliminary 
experiments for 


demonstrating

scheme were conducted nt the mouth 
of the Thames. The shore station was 
established at Shoeburyness. A strain 
launch put off from gouthend provided 
with a receiving instrument, the inven- 
tion of Colonel Hozls?, the secretary to 
LRyd's. and Mr. Nevill Maskolyne. A 
stiff breeze was blowing, aud a thick 
fog hung over the water. 
The launch 


stood about eipht miles out to sea, and 
then the automatic apparatus at the 
shore station was set In motion, the 
zone of influence in this instance ex- 
tending to seven miles. 
The launch 


then put about and wended her way 
shoreward. 
Suddenly the bell com- 


menced ringing violently, and simulta- 
neously the word "Soutbend." the 
name of the danger spot, was printed 
upon the tape machine. 
The vessel 


then put out to sea again and entered 
the zone from another quarter, but the 
moment it entered the rrinse of Influ- 
ence of tbe shore station the warning 
was received. 
For two hours these 


trials were continued, but with always 
the same result. The instrument never 
once failed In its working, thus conclu- 
sively testifying to its efficiency and 
reliability. 


There were several well known ship-

O. and other leading steamship lines 
and the secretary of Trinity Etouse. In 
connection with Its adaptation for ves- 
sels the receivers on two respective 
ships approaching one another would 
receive tbe name and course of the oth- 
er. In view of the practicability of this 
automatic signaler and the possibility 
of reducing the number o! maritime 
Disasters by its utilization the installa- 
tion of the apparatus at several points 
of tie British coast within the irear fu- 
ture is probable.

wireless telegraphy, has a rival in an 
IS-year-old American boy, who claims 
to have discovered the wireless tele- 
phone, says the New York Evening 
Journal. The yoiing wizard is Samuel 
P. Levenberg, the son of a poor tailor, 
who has six other children, oil younger 
than Samuel, and they lire on the third 
floor of a crowded tenement house oa 
the east side of New York. 


Samuel spent two years at the Col- 


lege of the. City of New York until 
about a year ago. Now he is employed 
in the capacity of a laborer. For more 
than a year he has spent the greater 
part of his nights in trying to solve the 
mystery of speaking over long dis- 
tances without the aid of wlre&. 


"I got ray first idea of electricity 


fron: the lectures of Professor Doremus 
at the college," ££ld Samuel, "but since 
then my studies have been in private, 
and I am cprtatn I have discovered 
something that will slnrtle the world 
and revolutionize the telephone system 
now lu use. 


"How do I get my results? Ah, that's 


my secret, and as I have no patents yet 
tt would be suicidal for me to go into 
details now." And tbe young invent- 
or's big black eyes shone with a light 
that told of a wonderful brain above 
them. 


The boy began his erperiments first 


In a vacant lot near his home. Then 
he lengthened the distance between his 
points of communication to a block 
and finally to five blocks right across 
or through tall buildings, with the 
same success. Now he has a regular 
line established oetween the sitting 
room of bis home, which also serves 
as his laboratory, and his father's tai- 
lor shop, on the third floor of a rear 
tenement house. 


Night after night, sometimes until 3 


or 4 o'clock in the morning, this young 
Inventor Is hard nt work trying point 
by point to perfect 
his discovery. 


Whenever he finds something new ha 
awakens one of his parents or a sister 
and begs them to go to the Gther end 
of tbe invisible line. There Is nothing 
between the gointr of communle'ation 
—nothing but the earth, which he 
claims Is has agent for conducting the 
message. 


Garrett P. Servlss, the noted scien- 


tist, says that yonDff Levenberg Is cer- 
tainly able by means of his apparatus 
tf .-produce the human vnlca with dls- 
tluciucss at a dJstau.ce of some hun- 
dreds of fent across ttolsy streets and 
through swarming blocks of houses. 


"Against the wall of a room," says 


Mr. Serris?, "hangs a small telephone 
box. Wires connect It with n. simple 
battery of about a dozen cells in an 
adjoining closet. 
Other wires pass 


downward from the bos through the 
door, and It occurs at once to the In- 
quisitive; visitor that these may possi- 
bly form the connection with the re- 
ceiving station two or three blocks 
away.

JAIL OFFICERS WERE SCARED 


By Attempt of Prisoners to Escape. 


Connors Left a Letter 


The attempted Jail delivery at the 


Pittsfleld house of correction Wednes- 
day night, which was described in 
yesterday's Transcript, was prevent- 
ed by so narrow a margin as to give 
the jail 'officials a good deal of a scare. 
One result of the attempt will be a 
general inspection of the method of 
securing the prisoners in their cells, 
and some changes 
will probably be 


made. It is admitted, however, that 
the plan adopted for the attempt was 
one which not one prisoner in a thou- 
sand would devise, and the winder is 
that the two men were able to do so 
much skilled work in the corridors, 
changing locks for pieces of wood put 
in as dummies, without 
being dis- 


covered. 


It took hours to file the bar in the 


north corrid'or and 
the 
men 
since 


June 11 had worked alternately each 
day at the sawing. It had been noted 
that the men were in the habit of re- 
maining in the bath room longer than 
'others but nothing like a.n attempt to 
escape had been dreamed of. It seems 
that the men felt almost sure of their 
escape and that a.t least one prisoner 
in the work room was asked tt> join 
Connors and Maxwell, on the attempt 
and that he weakened and refused to 
go with them. 


This is the first attempt* t'o leave the 


jail since Frank "Wilson, 
a 
Dalton 


prisoner, nearly succeeded in getting 
out back in 189S. 


That Connors was sure of making 


go'od his escape is shown by a letter to 
Jail Officer Farrington which he had 
•\\ ritten and which he planned to leave 
in his cell when he left the institution 
"Wednesday night. The letter was as 
follows: 


June 19, 1901. 


Mr. Farrington:— 


Dear Sir—I regret to cause you any 


trouble but this case is imperative. I 
stuck out my time, what the judge saw 
flt to give me, but when they try to 
switch three more years upon me it is 
beyond human nature to stand for it. 
It' there is a.possible chance for me to 
get away perhaps they will reform me 
but they went at it in the. wrong way. 
If I was released on the llth of June 
I w'ould make an effort to do right. I 
have no complaint to make regarding 
my treatment while here. It is the 
people in Boston whom you have to 
blame. Bill you are a man and I hope 


ip affair will cause you n'o trouble. 


I must take my chances and if I fail, 
I'll do my bit like a man. So good bye 
Bill, I. hope I never have the pleasure 
of seing you. I have had rio outside 
help so don't censure any one. 


I remain yours for a getaway,

reference in the letter to the three 
jears extra time is to the fact that on 
completing his sentence for burglary 
in this city he was informed that he 
would have t'o serve three more years 
for breaking his parole from Concord. 


Connors talked freely t'o a reporter 


yesterday afternoon. He said he had 
re complaint to make of his treatment 
at the jail. 
The "officers 
had 
been 


good to him. He had plans made as 
to what he was to do when he secured 
his release on June 11 and when he was 
informed that he had still 1135 days *?n 
an old sentence to serve he became 
desperate. He said he was certain that 
if his plans had not been discovered 


fflnpsrlay night he would now be a 


free man. He 
was to leave his cell 


v,lien the night watchman 
went 
to 


supper at 12 o'clock and he would have 
a five hour start before his escape was 
discovered. He expected to get out nf 
Massachusetts as ciulckly as possible 
and If he returned it would be with an 
olllcer. 
Connors made n'o effort 
to 


hide any part of his scheme. He said 
t had fallen through and he would 
finish his sentence like a man. 


Maxwell was very sullen when quos- 


He paid 
ne did not plan to make his escape and 
when the officers his cell they found 
nr thing that would incriminate him. 
lie admitted that as hallman he was 
in a position to know

Connors had up to this time made a
